sonated with such truth and vigour as Rob Roy by Macready, and 
we never saw him play it better than on this o¢casion.- Braham and 
Miss Betts sang sweetly as Francis Osbaldistone and Diana Vernon, 
and Harley gave a most amusing portraiture of the Baillie. At the 
end of the Drama, a scene of Abbotsford was exhibited, in itself a 
lovely spot, aad rendered still more attractive by the associations con- 
nected with it, and to which ample justice had been done by that great 
artist, Stanfield. A procession of the principal characters in the 
dramatised novels of the deceased poet now took place, amongst 
which the most applauded were The Bride of Lammermoor, Rob 
Roy, and Kenilworth, aud afterwards was shewa a scene of the poet’s 
study, in which was a pedestal with his bust, and here in our opinion 
the figures of the Pageant shonld have been grouped, instead of which 
the stage was hidden by clouds, and when they cleared away, a panto= 
mimic scene was exhibited, which is meant for the Temple of Fame, 
but as there was no possibility of getting the pedestal within, that re- 
mained on the outside, & a spirit descended and crowned the bust with 
a garland of bays. Mr Cooper, asa Bard, then recited the passage 
from The Lay of the Last Minstrel, ‘ They err who say a poct dies,’ 
and Braham sang the Coronach, from The Lady of the Lake ; at this 

moment the coup d’@il was very splendid, and called forth great ap- 

plause, Mr Bunn (in black velvet unmentionables,) gave out the 

same entertainments for every evening this week. Mr and Mrs 

Pringle closed the performance to the great amusement of the audi- 

ence.
